A smart New York department 
store the other day presented one 
of the best object lessons yet de­ 
vised to show just how the fruits 
of a rising price level are

reaped, says the Mexico 
Ledger.

tisement it printed two

of men’s shirts. The shirts were 
identical in appearance, in mater­ 
ial, in cut and

One of them sold for 89 cents; the 
other for $1.25. 
The 89 cent one 
was the shirt this store had 
on 
its counters at the start of 
the 
summer. 
The other was one that 
is on sale now. 
The 
man 
who 
grew the cotton for 
the 89-cent 
shirt, the 
advertisement 
pointed 
out, lost money on it. His cotton 
pickers 
got 
canned 
goods 
and 
groceries in place of cash wages. 
The workers in the textile 
mills 
that changed the raw cotton 
into 
the fabric got small wages. 
The 
girls who turned the cloth into a 
finished shirt got a little bit less 
than that. The men who employ­ 
ed the workers in these establish­ 
ments were not making 
money. 
And the store which sold the shirt 
was losing on the deal. 
But of 
course, for the purchaser it was a 
bargain—of a sort. The man who 
raised the cotton for the $1.25 shirt 
got a decent profit on his crop. He 
paid his pickers in cash, not in gro­ 
ceries. 
The textile workers who 
turned the cotton into fabric got 
at least $13 a week.

got enough 
money so they could eat decently, 
and put off the burden 
of fear.

THE ACTOR, BEN DE BAR 
In the theatrical annals of St. 
Louis a date of some interest 
is 
that of November 5, the 12lst an­ 
niversary of the birth of Benedict 
De Bar, one-time St. Louis actor, 
manager and 
impresario. 
Al­ 
though of English birth and train­ 
ing, De Bar was long 
a resident 
of St. Louis and was a well known 
figure in the dramatic life of the 
city from 1855 until his death 
in 
1877. 
Born in London in 1812, the son 
of a bookkeeper in the Bank of En­ 
gland, he early decided to fit him­ 
self for the stage. 
He made 
his 
theatrical debut in Margate, Kent, 
¿1 1932, and

years 
later 
aunched his American career in 
New Orleans. 
De Bar 
made his

;ities in the South and West,

NEW POISON GAS THAT NO 
KNOWN DEVICE CAN STOP 


Clermont-Ferrand, France, Nov. 
2.—A new poison gas, said to be 
akin to, but more deadly than 
Yperite or the American Lewisite, 
has been discovered by Prof. Leo- 
nce Bert, chief of the Chemical 
Institute, and M. Dorier, director 
of the wine laboratory. 
Against 
it, they say, there is no protection. 
The men stumbled on the new 
gas while experimenting with syn­ 
thetic perfumes. Its formula is and 
will remain, they say, their secret. 
It will not even be revealed to the 
Ministry of War, unlss war should 


break out. In that case, it is so 
easy and rapid to make that exist­ 
ing chemical plants could, within 
eight days, begin to produce it in 
unlimited quantities, Prof. Bert 
said. 
The gas is given off by a color­ 
less liquid smelling faintly of cel­ 
ery. The fumes attack not only 
bronchial tubes and the eyes but 
, the skin, even when dry. 
In this 
; it differs from Yperite, which only 
operates when the skin is damp. 
It blisters the skin and poisons the 
tissue. A small quantity of the 
liquid placed on the skin of 
a 
large dog caused death within 
a 
few hours with all the symptoms 
of tissue poisoning. 
Masks, no matter how perfect, 
are useless against the gas, Prof. 
Bert says, as it attacks the entire 
body. It would be almost impos­ 
sible to devise clothing so hermet­ 
ically sealed as to prevent the gas 
from seeping through at some 
point.
